- Sta.t0Sj^5J)l?S$«F0''"'ry, unless 
some great and WKaafd of calamity oc- 
curs, will have - paid off e^-ery dollar it 
owes in thu i)re.sfnt generation, leaving 
a clpar nationu.l balance shent to pos- 
terity. The San Francisco Fosl says 
thib from a c^ftvi^tion of its truth, ar- 
rived ac aftet*'ct6se uttsntion to the 
gradual extinction of the jiublio.debt, 
to recent financial operations 'o£ . the 
United States Treasury, to the rapid 
increase of population and the progress 
of industrial development. During the 
last tiscal year, ending Juno .'10th, the 
public debt was reduced to :3S9,i!10,- 
322. This is-a very large sura, mid tlni 
interest on it capitalized wouKl ■;.) a 
very long way in ten years towm-dH li- 
quidating the balance. But this is not 
all. ? AGoin is &cc'uniulating in tho Treas- 
ury more rapidly now than at any for- 
mer.period in the national history, while 
the .Interest demands of the public debt 
are being very largely reduced by the 
conversion of 5 and 6 per cents, into 3A 
per cents. Tho current fiscal year will, 
therefore, exhibit \i\ a much nioro con- 
spicuous way than the year just closed, 
the measure of progress made in the 
extinction of the debt ; and each fol- 
lowinjc; year tho ratio of reduction must 
increase, unless some unlocked for cnl- 
amity of nature afflicts tho country, 
and blocks, for tho time being, its pro- 
duction of food and merchandise.

Qdebec, June 9. — One of those de- 
structive* fires, to which Quebec is so aub- 
Jpct broke, out at 11 p.m. in the midst 
of St. Jobris subiirba, midway between 
St. Roches and upper town. The tire 
originated in a small hou.so in Oliver 
street and immediately spread to ad- 
joining bi^ildinj^ "^"b® ^iig^do be- 
came detn'bralized an3^Tost all^Sontrol 
of the fire ;ind themselvcH. At 2 o'clock 
this morning St. Johns C'hurch, Roman 
(J'atliolic, largest in the city and worth 
§100,000 is burning and 600 houses 
destroyed. Some were brick and some 
Arer^;§tg^e"'but the majo.j-ity were poor 
and of wood.' 'The" loss so far must 
reach $750,000. Certainly, 1000 fami- 
lies are housele.s.s. Tho fire is still 
spreading. Xo lo.ss of life is reported 
vet, hut several pcr-sons are missing. 
The houseless are canipoil out in fields 
surrounding the city. Tli ievea made off 
vith li'iost of the projierty saved' from 
flnnieand firo. overtook nearly^ all the 
remaining movables." "Half 'th6 people 
in town block the street.s and firemen 
are impeded. A panic prevails every- 
where. Burning spai-k.s and shingles 
are falling all over l.he city and its total 
sweeping out of existence is by no 
nieanMn}^^j^ble. Fire extended to 
iliciimond street. Th'e^estern limit is 
a little beyond the street car stables at 
Mount Pleasant near tho city. The 
boundary limit on the south at .Boston 
near iScotfc and Gabriel streets has been 
already mentioned. Briefly summed 
up the streets consumed are running 
east ■ and ■west: Richmond in part, 
principally on the south side; Catonatle 
street, Oliver, Richelieu, Dagriellon 
and St. Johns ward. In Montreal 
ward also on the west side. Among the 
property destroyed on Johns street are 
a large ntxmber of iiandiiomo buildings 
usecl as stores and private residences. 
The battery was called out and render- 
ed e.xcollenfc aid in -saving pro|)erty and 
keeping order. Several remarkable 
whirlwinds were caused by the tire. 
Men were in somo instances lifted otT 
their feet on the lower field where most 
of the burnt out people had camped 
with their saved goods. The fire fol 
lowed the unfortunates nnd burnt up 
most of the goods pilnd on the grass. 
Burning s liingles fell over the city and 
as far out a.s Ma|)le avenue (luring the 
night, endangering every part of the 
town. Several incipient fires in ditl'er- 
pnt streets were suppressed by the vigi- 
lance of tlaeir occupants. Itiscomput- 
ed that there must be a loss of ^2,000,- 
000 between buildings, stock and fur- 
niture. Over 1500 families are ren 
tiered houaeless, and at least 800 build- 
ings are destroyed. It is impossible to 
give a full and correct iiat of sufferers 
and losses and insurances at this mo 
inent, but insurance com p.inies doing 
husines-s in this city are very heavy 
losers. The fire brigade and apparatus 
was quite unfit to coj>e with such a tire 
and to its wpaknes.s anrl wretclied wut 
er service the whole disaster is due- 
Even the police and nremen were great- 
ly demoralized. A daring robbery yvas 
was carried on in full sight of every- 
body. Liquor Btoren and private rosid 
ences attacked by the tlamHs were ran-

John's church and various con- 
trary currents scattered cinders around 
in every direction. The brigade found 
the fire more unmanageable than ever, 
rive lives are known to have been lost 
and three bodies have a'refldy been re- 
covered — those of Mr. and Mrs.Hardy. 
118 Oliver street and a joiner of Riche- 
lieu street, Mrs. Geo. Laj)perairo and 
two children are raiB-sing and are be- 
lieved to have ]jorisheil in the (lames. 
St. Johns church was in.sured for G3,000 
dollars.

Josephine D'Ormo, a widow employed 
in the capacity of housekeeper at 704 Chest- 
nut, San Francisco, died suddenly at that 
place on the 30th ult. Tho deceased, who 
was a native of Hungary, 40 years of ape, 
was a countess, and her maiden name was 
Josephine d'Ormo, Countess do Caroli. In 
1873 she came to this coast with, and was 
one of tho loading members of tho Bianchi 
Opera Troopo. In 18fiu she visited Vic- 
toria and sang in opera at Theatre Royal. 
For nearly ton j-ears she appeared on the 
stage as a vocalist, and while she was a 
member of the troupe she married tho late 
Georgo T. Evans, who was well known as 
a musirad director and composer. Some 
years after her marriage she had tho mii 
ffirtuno to moot with an accident, by which 
she fractured one of her legs, which sub- 
sequently had to bo amputated. After 
this accident sho renoiniced the operatic 
stage. The deceased was a woman of fine 
education, and wrote and spoke fluently 
tho Hungarian, French, Gci-inan, Italian, 
Spanish and Russian languapjea. Of latu 
years sho has not led a very happy life. 
An autopsy showed that death was caused 
by chronic alcholism.

Was not familiar with internal 
arrangements of lunatic asylums excopt 
theoretically; ordered shower baths to ro- 
storo Reynolds' norvoua system; several 
other symptoms of insanity were describ. 
ed by wilnoss. 
Tho Chief Justice- Many of these symp- 
toms wore observable in Reynolds, and 
yet you say he was not insane. 

Mr. J. B. Matthows, Al. D. , sworn. — 
Saw Reynold:! late in '78 and early in '70; 
understood Dr. Trimblo had been attend- 
ing him; wont with the doctor; he com- 
plained of being sick, but there was -no 
cause for it that witness could make out; 
he was troubled about his business and was 
afraid to move sbout; Reynolds talked 
rationally on every other point oxcopt 
that ono; was of opinion he was tlien cap- 
able of trunaacting business; did not dis- 
cfjvor any symptoms of luna^. 

Cross-exaraiuodby Mr. T. Davie — Rey- 
nolds was afraid to mov» about on account 
of his bowels; saw ho was a monomaniac 
•n that point; roasonod with him about 
it afterwards; (great laughtor was horo ex- 
cited in court by a question from the coun- 
sel and the answer given by witness). 

To tho Chief .Justice — Was acquainted 
with asylums private and public; it was 
not uun.siinl. for gamo.i and dancing to 
bo carried on for the bonefil of tho patients ; 
would not bn aurpriaed to find a lunatic 
playing a shrewd game of choaa or other 
game; visited Ueyuulds for tho diarrhcoa; 
witness thou described symptoms of lun- 
acy; Reynolds was a monomaniao on ono 
point only; did not think he had heard a 
rumor at that timo of Reynolds not boing 
in his right mind; did not osamino him 
as to hia mental condition for hia attention 
was not drawn to that. 

AFTERNOON SITTING. 
Eli Harrison, jr., sworn — Had known 
tho plaintifl'for a long time; had done 
business for him as carily aa 1876; remem- 
bered driving out with Ileynolds on 8th 
July, 1878; prepared a deed of right of 
way for the plaintilf on tliat occasion; he 
then talked rationally; ho intended then 
;hat Batchelor should take a part in tho 
city business witlt Flolmos, and he, plain- 
iil, would stay on tho farm; remembered 
januaiy, 1879, when the business was 
i ven over to'Holmos ; Reynolds said he 
V.d no ill will towards Bitchelor, and 
ai'vj to Batcholor, " Look out, ho (me.\n- 
iir;iIolnie3) is a daivi;nro\is man to deal 
will, he will turn on you aa lie has turn- 
ed i.a mo;" remembered .leeiug Roynolda 
at tfo Attornoy-Oenurara office; ho was 
not ranted at tho Court nn that occasion; 
aboi tho middle of December he (witness) 
wentto tlio houao across James Bay; 
Reynilds complained on that occasion of 
liquoiboing missing, and accused Mit- 
chell ij taking it; on that evening ho ap- 
peareonerfectly rational ; ho dined at his 
father'lon Chriatraas Day ; Reynolds was 
there a\o, playing and dancing; had soon 
him uniVr tho influence of liquor, or ho 
appearei, to bo so on ono occasion; he 
Boemoil -cry -irk then; Batchelor said he 
must luvfe ' jon Irinking from a bottle 
containif. jregs of various kinds; during 
Decemltiind January, 1873 .and 1879, 
ho often leat witness at cribbage, etc. *. be 
was thoni^hamod to be soon dowa town 
and ho wi>i]d not go; remembered a will 
in Holmes'favor made on 1st of January, 
1879. . \ 

Witnesu.w tho will; it was written by 
Mr. T. Dayi.l.aiid was de.itroyed by Rey- 
nolds in his I'^'osenco; sawhim once mure 
at James Eaj" ho was very ill then, but 
ho appe.ircl li bo rational; saw himagain 
in April at tlu North Dairy Farm; he 
then appearcdVational; saw him aftor- 
wardb and hadliing conversations with 
him; ho talkod^bout general subjects; ho 
niado no complints to visitors of any 
sort; he was ill ough clothing; tho food 
was good enough: thoro was beef, bread, 
butter, milk, te.. and sugar, &c. ; tho 
house was rough ut clean; there was no- 
thing to indicate s December',and j Jan- 
uary that ho wu'^ablo' to' m'ana&e' hfs 
own business; wisit a mooting on 5tli of 
September with Kubitt, Stelly.Cohn and 
Batcholor; Roynoln then wanted money 
from Cohn as hcjvni in diESctilty; Oohn 
declined advancinguy nioro money with- 
imt security; Colm sorry to see him 
in such a position an. asked him if he 
could not trtiat his'nephew; Reynolds 
said ho had discharge' him and had hard 
feelings againat him; (nlm said tliat there

The Chief Justice overruled the objec- 
tion and, 

Mr. Drake was sworn — Took instruc- 
tions from Reynolds; there w.a.i an in- 
junction mado by Reynolds .against Batcli- 
elor in December, 1878, but it had uever^ 
been served. [An affidavit respecting the" 
suit was then road, cancelling an agree- 
ment with Holmes and others.] Witness 
received instructions from Reynolds to 
draw that document up; Mr. Roynolda 
wanted to have tho suit dismissed; he act- 
ed for Reynolds and the suit was dismiss- 
ed; Mr. McCreiglit acted for Batchelor; 
know tlio terms upon which Mtt Hulmes 
gavo up the business; Reynolds was thon 
owing Holmes §4000; this amount was 
raised and paid to Holmes; had an appli- 
ostion befor" Jlr. Gray, and Mr. Robert- 
son raised tho objection that Mr. Rey- 
nolds was not p.vactly of sound mind. 

To the Chief Justice — There was no al- 
logation in the bill that Reynolds was not 
of aouild mind. 

To Mr. Jackson — Dr. Trimble said that 
Roynolda was then of sound mind; Rey- 
nolds executed a revocation of a will in 
witness' presence; ho could not got poa- 
scssion of it as Hulmes would not give it 
up; a revocation ^'as effected" on 14th of 
Docombor. [This dociithent was road.] 
Saw Reynolds again in the month of De- 
cember at tho Attorney-General's oflioo; 
acted for Reynolds in the transfer of the 
buainesa to Batchelor and advisod that a 
valuation should bo taken; employed Mr. 
Anderson to prepare a valuation; drew up 
a request afterwards to Mr. George Deans 
to act as a valuator; Mr. Botterell acted 
for Mr. Batcholor; tho valuation amount- 
ed to §23,353.08; subsequently tho busi- 
neas was mado over to Batchelor; the do- 
cument was prepared by him under Rey- 
nolds. 

Mr. Davie— This was not extended by 
Job Batcholor. 

Witness — Tho ondorsomout by Job 
Batchelor gives a quit claim for two lots, 
in consiHiuence of an error in numbering. 

Mr. Jackson — I call on you, Mr. Davio, 
tu produce tho deed. 

Mr. Davio (pointing to the witness) — 
Ask Mr. Roynold'a solicitor. Reynolds 
has no papers at all. 

Witness saw Reynolds execute a deed; 
suppose Reynolds has it; I never keep 
the deeds after business is completed; 
kept no document belonging to Reynolds 
eicoiit tho revocation of the will; (docu- 
ment shown); this is only a rough draft. 

Witness — All the documents were dated 
back to January 1st; .5aw Reynolds with 
a deed which was based on all the material 
points on the draft; I had the book debts 
and tho report of Deans and Butterelti 
(rough draft read; It showed the finan- 
cial condition of Rovnolds to be — liabili- 
ties, S39,000and .assets, §42,379); 810,000 
or 312,000 were put down in report of 
arbitrators as value of farm buildings at 
North Dairy, brt the item was Struck off 
bccauao they had to bo given up to the 
landlord at end of ' lease, (schediile of 
book del)t3 put in. It showed their value 
to Imvo been $20,170 67);the arrangement 
I came to was partly based on Andoraon's 
balance-sheet; there w.as a nominal sur- 
plus of about §3000; got Mr. Lowenborg 
and Mr. Allsop to value the real estate; 
Lowenberg's valuation was §19,000 and 
Allsop's some S2000 loss. There wa» 
abciut 017,000 owing on the real estate; 
beliuve Harrison had a draft of the deed; 
this deed was to . enable Reynolds to col- 
lect his $3150. 

Tho Chief Justice — Ho has never had 
the first installment. 

Mr. Jackson— Oh,l indeed he has. You 
will soon ))ba''satisfied on that point, my 
lord. ■' ■"■ , 

Witness — Reynolds was made thorough- 
ly acquainted with tho value of tho deeds; 
ho understood everything from beginning 
to end; I saw two deeds' executed; Batch- 
olor took posscssioii on the 30th Decem- 
ber; about this time had a convorsation 
with Reynolds respecting plants and he 
w.as quite rational and looked well; whon 
he came from Chomainus ho looked limp; 
\oabitt flpoko to mo cuncerning Reynolds' 
Qnancial condition and ho said ho would 
withdraw from Reynolds' bonds if ho was 
loft in charge of the buaineas; Batcholor 
objected to take over tiic lease at Qrat; 
Reynolds was anxious to get out of tho 
business, and had I been in Batchelor's 
place I should not have touched it; saw Rey- 
nolds afterwards at tho hospital respecting 
Boino furniture; if tho bargain had beon 
carried out Batcholor wnuld havo had the 
worst of it; ho was saddled with an inter- 
est charge of SlGOa month to bcgii. witli; 
had I not believed Reynolds to be per- 
fectly coinpotent I should not havo a! 
lowed him to execute the dcetl. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Davio — (Books 
of legal tirra of witness examined); Rey- 
nolds' was nut in my office, I saw him out- 
side in a carriage; he was not atraid to 
come into my o|Bcei ho never told me that 
Holmes and others wanted to kill him; Di. 
Trimble never told me that Mitchell tried 
to drown Reynolds, but heard that Roy- 
iiokls was afraid of some one; it never ex- 
cited. my suapiuiuus to hear that Batchelor 
charged himself with only §620 in four 
yearsj^Eli.HurriSnn was one of tho wit- 
uessqStW&en Roynolda revoked his will; 
never heard anything of Reynolds' lying 
on tho floor or having a chronic diarrhcoa; 
he never complained to mo about any. 
thing; Batchelor paid niy costs; (witness 
was subjooted'a' long examination aa to 
entries in the firin'a books); the notes that 
Batchelor held wero counted as liabilities 
of tho concern; all the stock arid buildings 
of Reynolds' wore counted .as worth 823,- 
000 aiid-upwards; the buildings at Nortli 
Dairy were valued at 87,300; do not know 
th,af.D&an& .valued kaso.of farm aa worth 
S3000; tho sum of 87300 for buildings 
waa not included in schedule of assets; 
neV'or tried to' sCrow tho last farthing out 
of Batcholor;> tho lease was of no value, 
and Batcholor wius undiaposod to take tho 
property on any terms; Holmes wanted to 
get hold of the proporty, but T never sug- 
ge-itedto Batchelor, "if you don't want it 
Uolmos duos;" acted under instructions 
frorn i\evnold3. entirely; the money w.as 
payal^e ,!\t ?50 a month; saw no m.incy 
passing;, thought Reynolds got a pretty

whon Reynolds was sober ho was of sound 
mind; he was only playing "foxoy;" of 
ten asked Reyii'olda to come to town but 
he refused saying he was ashamed of him- 
self; ho was always extravagant and kept 
faat horses; used to give a spin tu Dr. 
Davie (laughter); he used to associate with 
fast w jmou; saw one to see him at Nortli 
Dairy a year ago lost January; Mm. Ar- 
nold they called hor; he told mo ho will- 
ed the property to rfolmes after Holmes 
had gut Dr. Davio tu drug him and that 
when Holmos got tho property he said, 
I've gotyuu now; you know I've been try- 
ing to got you for yuaiy.

Tho Chief Justice — Don't bo impertin 
ent. 

Mr. Davio — Not that you could bust 
up tho wholo concern ? 

Witnes.^— No, Davie, I did not. 

Mr.Davie — Havo you money in Hatclio- 
lor's business now? 

Witness- No, 1 lent him $500 onco but 
got it back 8 or 9 months ago; I lent it by 
word of mouth. 

Batchelor and McPhadon owe me a 
month's wagos. 

To the Ohiof Justice — Am sure I saw 
tho parties named give him liquor. If 
they aay they did not they will tell lies; 
John Goodacro won't say so, I was talk- 
ing to hiin last week about it. 

Tho Chief Ju.itioo — But John Gbodac're 
waa talking to mo last week. 

Witiios.i— I work for Batchelor iSs Mc- 
Phadon now. Holm ea discharged me and 
Batchelor took mo on. 

Ji>hn Qawley, sworn— Have charge of 
North Dairy Farm ; went in November, 
1873; Reynolds was thoro whon I went; 
he had good bedding, a room to himaolf, 
good food and proper clothes; ho would 
not sleep in his bed and went about badly 
dressed; liquor was brought him by Met- 
calf, Smith and one other; thought for 
three days after ono of thoir visits he 
would die; clean underclothes used to bo 
brought him every two weeks; I did the 
cooking;Roynold3 aomotimes helped;I cut 
tho wood and brought it in; Reynolds 
spoke well of Batcholor, except when ho 
waa in liquor; I was instructed to supply 
Reynolds with everything he wanted. 

Cross-oxainined by Mr. Pnnloy — I took 
charge of the farm in Doc, 1879; never 
ordered Reynolds to cook; ho was nover 
called up at night to cook for tho men; 
Metcalf brought liquor; Goodacre brought 
none; I supplied him with tojbacco; never 
knew him to ask for tobacco and be un- 
able to get it. 

Dr. Davie (sworn for tho plaintiff) — 
Was tho medical attendant of plaintiff 
previous to 1878; when he consulted mo I 
found that embarrassment in business 
seriously affected his health, and I adviaed 
him to remain at homo; upon ono occas- 
sion ho told me ho wanted my advice and

nolds, instructiouB that Batchelor 
should not be allowed to seo him; 
He said he had some slocplesa nights on 
account of his nnphow; as a gonoral thing 
ho slopt well; his mental condition grad- 
ually became worse; ho thought some im 
•iginary person was going to kill him — 
tliat lie wat; to be dragged nuked through 
the streets of Victoria; that they would 
put hiin in the chaingang; hia statements 
changed daily, ho always had some now 
huUucination; towards tho end of Sent, 
ho rambled continually in his mind; his 
habits became dirty and negligont; ho re- 
fused to wash or dross himaolf, and neg- 
lected to carry out my in.ntructions; to- 
wards tho Olid of Oct. I advised a change 
f scene and he went to Chomainus; after
